We have bored through rock 
land so.1 to construct the longest 
‘tunnel in existence — 85 miles 
of imbedded steel and concrete 
— to bring water to New, York 
} city from mountain reservoirs, We 
have drilled two miles into the 
Seuth African carth at Kimberley 
to create the deepest tunnels in 
the world in our search for dia- 
monds. We have bull-dozed and 
gouged through the most obdur- 
ate mountain chains in the world 
to build the mafvelous twelve- 
and-one-half mile Simplon rail- 
road tunnel between Switzerland 
and Italy. We have bullt the big- 
gest underwater roadways In the 
world — the Brooklyn - Battery, 
Lincoln and Holland tunnels un- 
der the East and Hudson rivers 
of New York. These miracles 
were accomplished with the ald 
of great earth-gouging machines, 
compressed air, dynamite and 
other techniques. And yet 
ancients performed such seeming 
miracles of thelr own — by: hand, 
unaided by machines. ) 

The Babylonians, for example, 
4,000 years ago put a tunnel under 
the Euphrates that was over 
3,000 feet long — entirely by 
hand. Connecting the Royal pal- 
ace with the temple of Juplter 
on the opposite bank, they diver- 
ted the river during its dry sea- 
son,-dug a tunnel through its soft 
bed, twelve feet wide and 15 feet 
high, and. lined St with brick. 
When the river swept back into 
{ts normal course there stood a 
tunnel big enough for a train 
of camels to go through. Or take 
the example of the superb Ro- 
man engineers who drained Take 
Fucino in 52 A.D., using 30,000 
men for eleven years to dig a tun- 
nel ten feet high, six feet wide 
and three and one-half miles long.

During the digging of a subway 
tunnel under New York’s East ri- 
ver in 1905 one of the strangest 
“accidents” ever recorded occur- 
red. A sand hog rushed to fill a 
hole which had developed in the 
mud of the tunnel He 
pushed a bag of clay Into the hole 
and abruptly felt himself sucked 
head first into it, His fellow 
workers saw him clinging there 
with only his legs visible. As they 
rushed to pull him down he 
swooshed into the hole, through 
the mud and’ disappeared. Sea- 
men and longshoremen worked 
from boats and on the docks were 
suddenly amazed at the sight of 
a body catapulting 25 feet out of 
the water like a cannonball and 
just as suddenly dropping back. 
The man was rescued, unhurt, 
after a trip through 15 feet of 
mud and 60 feet of water — in- 
dicating the force of the pressure 
of the compressed air.

The great Alpine tunnel through 
which the famous Simplon-Orient 
Express (connecting Paris with 
India) roars is between Switzer- 
land and Italy. Finished in 1906, 
some 7,000 fect below the snow- 
topped peaks, it allows the Ex- 
press to slice through twelve and 
a half miles of treachergus 
mountain in a matter of mfnutes. 
A seven and a half mile auto- 
mobile tunnel under Mount Blanc 
(the Alp’s highest peak) permits 
200,000 cars annually to use an 
all-year open road between Italy, 
Switzerland and France. 

In the United States, the Cas- 
cade-Delware Aqueduct, bring- 
ing over a billion gallons of water 
into New York city daily (150 
gallons per person per day) from 
three mountain reservoirs, is the 
longest, most stupendous feat of 
digging, even surpassing the Pan- 
ama Canal. Using new techniques 
the sand hogs drove through rock, 
mud and clay cutting 68 feet a) 
day to sct new records. After} 
five and a half years and 5,700,000; 
yards of rock, the aqueduct tun- 
nel was completed in 1942. Sim-: 
lar techinques helped bulld the} 
Hudson river tunnel, between! 
New York and New Jersey. This 
tunnel allows 15 milllon cars a 
year to pass in and out of the 
city. 

Probably the most difficult tun- 
nel ever built was the Tanna (cal- 
led “Nulsance Tunnel”) in Jap- 
an. Started in 1918, it took 16 
years to finish. Carved Into vol- 
canic rock, It was twice stopped! 
by earthquakes with great loss 
fo Ife and after four years had} 
only gone 67 fect. Floods, cave-! 
ins, quakes -and strikes kept ei 


tunnel moving in small spurts and 
jerks until five and a half miles 
were dug out by 1934.

Prof. Maclver 
made his assertion at the fifteenth 
annual Conference on Science, 
Philosophy and Religion in Their 
Relation to the Democratic Way 
of Life — a name which In its 
own way is something for 
thoughtful men to contemplate. 
What Prof. Maclver téld this ob- 
viously serious gathering was, In 
effect, that history is full of er- 
rors and misunderstandings be-! 
cause men fall to contemplate 
and deliberate before acting. 

Human experience tends to 
confirm him. Look before you 
leap, says one old adage. “Haste 
makes waste,” says another. “He 
who hesitates is lost,” says a! 
third—oops, sorry, that's the: 
wrong adage. But whatever the 
maxims have to say, there's nao 
doubt that most of us would be 
better off with a little more con- 
templation. 

Of course, much depends qn 
what's deing contemplated. The| 
contemplator of, let us say, a, 
graceful young woman at the 
beach may be experiencing sen- 
sations that have no relation 
whatsoever to the well-being of 
nations. The observer who dilig- 
ently devotes his hours to watch-, 
ing trees grow may leave the! 
Democratic Way of Life no bet- 
ter than he found it. The man; 
who leans all day against a wall 
may cogtribute to nothing ex- 
cept the support of the building 
he is resting against. Yet who is 
to say that they, more than others 
are wasting thelr time? Perhaps 
what the world needs is to dis- 
cover more objects of thoughtful 
contemplation.
